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Strike— While the Iron Is Cold? ^ 

\Vc h.ivL- had .i lot of talk about wliethcr or tiot 
strikes were causinj; much havoc in the defense proi;rani, 
but until recently we haven't had very much in the way 
of calm and autliorltative rii;ures. Now the National 
Association of Manufacturers has issued some statistics 
on defense and other strikes that should sweep a number 
of unsupported declarations into the discard. 

The N. A. M. study shows that total number of 
man-days lost from strikes in the first three months this 
vcar were more than tliree times as great as for the same 
period in 194U. In all, 3,022.918 man-days were lost iu 
January, Tebruary, and March of this year; and of this 
total, 1,-178,000 man-days were directly in defense in- 
dustry. 

The time lost in those industries would have been 
cnous;h to equip about 1,402,480 AnK't"*^*'" soldiers with 
the latest Garand rifles, or to provide more than Hve 
BILLION rounds of anuuunition for those rifles. Seen 
In those terms — or in any others — the harm done can 
hardly be minimized. 

The .yreat dan^^er lies in the attitude of some who 
continue lo claim, in the dec of the evidence, tliat the 
Tiumber or result of strikes in defense is re.illy not very 
important. Tlie tii;ures knock that complacency i;alley- 
%vest. 

Defense is either vita! or it isn't. The American 



people think that it is, and will be paying billions in 
taxes to support their belief. In the light of that stand, 
there is an all-important need to work out solutions for 
any problems that arise without recourse to strikes that 
cripple our all-out elTort for national defense. 

American Citizenship 

Not since the rights of citizenship in this country 
of ours were first established lias there been so much 
cause as there is today for pride and thankfulness as each 
of us utters the words: "I am an American!" 

We enjoy precious rights in the United States, ones 
to be found in (cw other lands. I'reedom of speech, 
freedom oi religion (even the right to follow any reli- 
gion except state-worship has been lost in some foreign 
fands), the right to move freely from place to place, 
the right to engage in the occupation of your choice, the 
right to start your own business and take your own 
chances — we Americans are so used to these and other 
principles that we seldom give a thought. 

iiut there's .u\ opportunity this month to pause and 
remember the above considerations. For Congress has 
set Sunday. May IS. aside as Citizenship Recognition 
Day. in recognition oi the 2.500,00 young men and 
women who have reached the estate of American citi- 
zenship during the past year. Posts of the American 
Le'.;ion throughout the country and many other groups 
and individuals will co-operate in giving this occasion its 

full meaning. 

And not juu the 21 -year-olds .should celebrate 
their citizenship at that time. !n the midst oi a trou- 
bled world, all .Americans, young and old. can profit by 
ic-dedicating themselves to the meaning and importance 
of :\nierican citizenship, and tu their rights and duties in 
this socieiv of free and enterprising men and women.

New Illini Union 
Acti\dty Center on 
U. of I. Campus 

Worlh of SK500,000 ntiihiinj;

Although open only a few months, 
the new Illini Union building at the 
University of Illinois has more than 
proved its value to the campus. II 
is a center of activity for the 14,000 
students and faculty at Urbana- 
Champaign and a center for the Uni- 
versity's 150,000 alumni and the thou- 
sands of parents and visitors who 
visit the campus. 

It has been called "one of the 
most beautiful buildings in Ameri- 
ca." Its architecture was inspired 
by the colonial restoration of Wil- 
liamsburg, Virginia. 

The 51,500,000 structure was erect- 
ed under a trust agreement between 
the University of Illinois Foundation 
and the University with funds madi^ 
available through a Federal grant 
and a private loan to cover building 
costs. Furnishings and equipment 
wore provided by alumni and other 
friends of the institution. 

Payments by students and faculty 
members will amortize the loan and 
provide maintenance funds. Food 
and other services are operated at 
cost. Neither the building, nor its 
furnishings or operation are costing 
the state's taxpayers a cent. 

Erection of the Illini Union build- 
ing has been a favorite project of 
President Arthur Cutts Willard. lie 
emphasizes its importance as "a dis- 
tinguished social center for campus 
life to develop a democratic student 
spirit and informal friendships 
among students, faculty, and alum- 
ni, and to serve as an inspiration for 
belter living." 

Illinois is one of the last of the 
large universities to build a Union, 
but in the new building it has a 
structure whose beauty and archi- 
tectural merit, combined with dem- 
ocratic utility, promises to receive 
wide notice. 

Included in the building are 
lounges for students and faculty, din- 
ing and cafeteria rooms, fountain- 
lunch service, a ballroom and ban- 
quet room, browsing library, ticket 
sales windows, meeting rooms, 
bowling alleys, game room, and oth- 
er facilities to make it the natural 
center of student and faculty life. 

Also in the Illini Union are the 
oflices of the Alumni association and 
Foundation, centers of the alumni 
world. As the "front door" to the 
campus, the Union is a point of first 
call for alumni, parents, and other 
visitors,

CONVOY: 

Argument 

The anti-convoy and pro-convoy 
fight In the senate picked up when 
the Tobey and Nye resolutions were 
given formai consideration in com- 
mittee. 

Both resolutions were defeated in 
committee, but only by a vote of 13- 
10, and this showed what strength 
the non-interventionists had gained. 
The resolution would have tied the 
President's hands most effectively, 
in the question of using the Amer- 
ican navy to protect shipments to 
Britain and other defending democ- 
racies. 

Both would hove demanded that 
the President get congressional ap- 
proval for any convoying that might 
be done, and pledged congress to 
give or withhold it within H days. 

This would liavc slowed the pace 
of the naval commander-in-chief to a 
walk. There was little repetition, 
however, of the charges that con- j 
voying already was being done. 

Senator Nye, in some of his 
speeches, began lo give figures of 
"U. S. losses of equipment on route 



GREEK: 

Bill Presented 

The debacle in Greece seemed to 
be "small potatoes" as far as men 
and munitions were concerned, as 
compared with Dunquerquc, but the 
pattern turned out to be almost iden- 
tical. 

There was little question but that 
the fighting had been as hard at one 
place as at the other, with probably 
more successful work done by the 
British in Greece than they did in 
France. It seemed that the Greeks 
were better co-operators than the 
French, whose morale was utterly 
shot long before the British began lo 
fall back, and had to contend with 
clogged roads and fieeing millions. 

But Churchill let the commons 
have the "Greek bill" of expenses as 
soon as he knew what it was, and 
announced he would permit a lull 
debate on this motion: 

A vote of confidence in the con- 
duct of tlie war by the British gov- 
ernment—and a vote of approval on 
the giving of aid to the Greeks. 

Churchill said the British had put 
00,000 soldiers into Greece, including

to Britain by sea, and said that 
these ranged from 40 per cent lo 
iriore than half. He then quoted a 
high defense oflicial as saying, 
"they were nowhere near 40 per 
cent and were getting less constant- 
ly." 

However, it was still apparent 
that Britain preferred to send 
American aircraft across the ocean 
by air rather than on the water, and 
the President backed up this effort 
by announcing ho was asking for a 
survey to get all the commercial 
air transports possible, presumably 
to ferry the pilots back and forth 
who were in tlic transatlantic ship- 
ping of warplanes lo Britain. 

That this was a big industry and 
getting bigger was seen by the new 
revelations of the prices being paid 
to American pilots for doing the fer- 
rying. Some of these salaries wore 
quoted at $1,500 a trip, which didn't 
seem so mucli, but it was a good 
deal for a day's flying, and some 
of the bombers were making it in 
12 hours. 

Of course, there was the wait be- 
fore you got back to earn another 
$1,500, but the pilots were getting 
astronomical- "wailing salaries" as 
well. But there were signs that as 
American production was stepped 
up, this business was beginning to 
get out of hand, and that there was 
Q woeful sliorlage of planes capable 
of bringing the pilots back to Amer- 
ica, 

There also was revealed another 
Brilisli immediate request for a 
quantity of mosquito torpedo boats, 
and also the fact that American sup- 
ply was short, for Secretory Kno.K 
said, "We'll let them liave some, 
and more as we finish them up." 



Ili tihli^lits 
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Wa.shingtun : President Roosevelt 
himself opened the government's 
multi-billion dollar defense savings 
campaign by buying the first bond 
himself. The ceremony was broad- 
cast from coast to const. 

New York: Jesse Jones announced 
that the government debt would go 
lo 90 billions, and that America, 
which had no sacrifices as yet, 
would be making them "and plenty 
of them." 

London: Belgian circles reported 
that Germany is holding 128,000 Bel- 
gians prisoners of war, 

Lundon: British bombers claimed 
Binking or damaging 42,000 tons of 
Axis coastwise ships in a week. The 
British announcement said "evident- 
ly the Nazi rail strain is being re- 
lieved by the use of coastwise ship- 
ping in more favorable weather." 

Chungking, China: Capt. James 
nooscvelt of the marines bobbed up 
in Chungking, watclied the Japanese 
carry out an air raid on the city, 
praised the public's morale, and an- 
nounced that ho was going to fly to 
northern Africa to observe the war 
there. He said to Generalissimo Chi- 
ang Kai-shek, "I'm here to learn."

one division each (about half of the 
total force) of Australians and New 
Zealanders. 

Ho said ihat of this number there 
were about :i,000 casualties (killed 
and wounded and missing), aboul 
45,000 "get .nv;ay to fight on other 
fronts," and 12.000 were still un- 
accounted for. This, presumably, 
included those left to screen the re* 
treat (suicide battalions); and those 
lost al sen in sunken transports, 

TIte prime minister said "British 
losses were small compared to the 
los^res infiiclud on the Germ:ins, who 
on some occasions for two days al 
a time were brought to a complete 
standstill by forces one-fifth tlioir 
number." 

He said, further, that the conduct 
of the trooi}s, especially the rear 
guard, merited the highest praise, 
and that tlie British demonstrated 
that prolonged air bombing by day 
and night had no power to shake 
their discipline or their morale. 

Some members of the house want- 
ed to know if the 45,000 had fled to 
Crete or had reached their own 
bases. Churchill said he believed 
the latter to be the case. Mo ad- 
mitted that the army in Greece had 
been forced lo abandon or destroy 
all of its heavy equipment, which 
could, of course, not be removed. 

He was highly positive, however, 
not only of the escape of 45,000 men, 
but iiinted that the other 12,000 "un- 
accounted for" probably would die 
or be taken prisoners— but might, 
possibly, escape soniewliere elAi 
temporarily. 

The Nazi communiques announced 
the Greek war over, the formation 
of a "new government" similar to 
that of occupied France, and the .af- 
fair officially at an end. 

RUSSIA: 

At Crossroads 

Indication that Soviet RuFsia is 
facing a situation Ihot is becoming 
los? and h'ss healthy for the Soviet's 
tt?ace ot mind cr.'r^Q when it was 
iiri.cinlly jHi;-i)uni-('tl by Moscow that 
12,00(1 Gciin;:ti tmnii.s. well equipped 
Willi Uinl.s and heavy artilliM-y, had 
inovo'i :iil() l''in!and by wnlei' with 
the evident intention ol staying 
ihcie. 

Tlie ollicial aniiuuncemenl coupled 
with this move by the Nazis, at 
least former allies of Hussia, willi 
the decision by Russia not long ago 
not to permit further shipments of 
arms and munitions over her rail- 
roads, or througii her country by air 
or land, 

Just what the German objective 
was in Finland v/as not immediately 
apparent, but it was evident Hint if 
Ihe Germans intend to go on south- 
ward through Turlicy and Syria into 
Iraq and Iran, the Germans will 
certainly bottle up the Black Sea 
for Russia, and few believed the 
Soviet would stand for that without 
fighting, perluips on the side of the 
Turks, perliaps alone. 

This is the uvenluality that most 
friends of an eventual defeat for 
Hitler and Musf.olini and Japan 
have looked f(u-ward to, and Church- 
ill hinted at it not long ago.

'COPPERHEADS': 
And FDR 

The "Lone Eagle," Charles Au- 
gustus Lindbergh, once more land- 
ed on Page One as ihe first Ameri- 
can news story. 

Lindbergh, who had first associat- 
ed himself with the non-intervention- 
ists and later with advocates of the 
theory that British victory was im- 
possible and Gorman victory cer- 
tain, carried his views to the Ameri- 
can public until finally President 
Roosevelt took cognizance of them 
in a press conference, mentioning 
Lindbergh by name and in no 
complimentary terms. 

Lindy countered by resigning his 
commission in the air corps reserve, 
and accompanied it with a personal 
letter lo the President which he re- 
leased to the press as soon as it wn5 
written, and long before the Presi- 
dent received it. 

The war department nccepled the 
resignation. The President received 
the loiter. Lindbergh received from 
Presidential Socrelary Early the 
hint that perhaps he would like also 
lo return to Hitler a decoration he 
had received from Der Fuehrei 
some years back. 

The open controversy had itt 
backers on both sides, both publir 
and private. The non-intervention 
ists immediately made of Lindy o 
martyr, and al a subsequent public 
meeting, Senator Nye, leader of the 
"keep out of war" bloc in the senate, 
along with Senator Wheeler, mad( 
capital of the incident by addre.ssinp 
his hearers as "fellow-Copper 
heads." 

The copperhead reference \^■u^ 
President Hoosevelt's, used in the 
press conference anenl Lindbergh, 
Lindy's name was cheered to the 
echo at each of those meetings, and 
the loaders of the movement were 
quick to seize on him as a martyr 

Opponents of Lindbergh's altitud. 
were glad ho resigned his conimi? 
sion but took the stand ihal he oughi 
to be silenced and deported, in fac 
there were few limils in the sugges 
lions that emanated from various 
sources backing up the President 
in his questioning of the flier's patri- 
otism. 

Along come the Hugh Johnson in- 
cident lo fan the fianies and lo give 
i;«e anti-administration movemenl 
more stature. General Johnson, 
holding, like Lindi)ergh, a reserve 
army commission, was denied a re- 
appointment by the President. John- 
son had been authoring an anti-ad- 
ministration column which had been 
widely distributed in the press. 

He, a former Now Dealer and a 
former head of the NRA in the early 
Roosevelt days, had been busy in 
anti-Administration circles, mostly 
in magazines, prior to the lost elec- 
tion, and had continued with a news- 
paper column. 

The army had cerlifled Johnson 
for reappointment, so in refusing 
to allow the commission lo go out, 
the President went against his army 
chiefs* advice, and further slated 
that as there was no likelihood of 
Johnson's actively serving, ho want- 
ed lo spare the commission for 
somebody tliat would. 

Lindbergh, In his letter to the 
President resigning, had made quite 
a point of the fact that as an in- 
active army oHicer, he had felt per- 
mitted to use the freedom of speech 
in attacking the administration's for- 
eign policy, but that if the Presi- 
dent was going to impugn his pa- 
triotism—why then he was going to 
resign. 

INVASION: 

'Buf^bcdr^ 

The end of the Greek campaign 
and the slowing down of the North 
African fight, if it was not al the 
stalemate point, brought the old 
British bugbear of an invasion at- 
tempt lo the fore again. 

It was a bugbear but a bugbear 
with a silver lining, if tlial was pos- 
sible, for most of Britain dreaded 
the days of wailing more than the 
actual attempt, so sure were the 
people that it would be smashed.
